Morris Meister, “an educated man—a doctor even,” 
is one of those teachers. 

Without Meister, founding principal of the notably 
successful Bronx High School of Science, and now 
president of the newly operating Bronx Community 
College, and a number of men of comparable dedi- 
cation, U.S. education would be in even worse shape 
than it is, 

Meister spent 20 years guiding the education-of 
smart kids who found their way to that outstand- 
ing Bronx high school—years during which he also 
found time to publish 15 textbooks in the field of 
science. 

When it was decided to found another community 
college in the Bronx (a two-year junior school de- 
signed to meet the needs of students who either 
don’t want four years of college or who don’t meet 
the requirements), the Board of Higher Education 
considered 30 names for nine months before selecting 
Meister as its president. 

It was an appointment Meister accepted with en- 
thusiasm, although it came at a time when the city 
had finally allocated funds to erect a new building 
for his beloved high school, a building for which he 
had fought for years, 

Speaking of his new job he says: “There is no 
question but that Russia is working harder at meet- 
ing shortages in trained manpower than we are. 
One of the areas to which we can turn is a better 
utilization of what we have as well as to an ac- 
celerated program. 

“The community college attacks the problem in 
this way. We know that every professional in every 
line needs to be supported by several sub-profes- 
sionals. The existence of the sub-professional makes 
the efforts of the professional go a much longer way. 
I see in the community college a way out.” 

Meister is also excited by the possibilities for ex- 
panding the educational opportunities for second- 
generation immigrants in the less privileged areas. 

As a first-generation immigrant who came here 
from Poland when he was 7, it is an area of educa- 
tion in which he has special interest. 

Meister is glowingly proud of the fact that his 
children, Alton and Anne, are both doctors, too. 
Alton is head of the department of biochemistry at 
Tufts University, and Anne is a psychiatrist.
